2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments submitted 6/18/08 have been considered and found persuasive. The closest 
prior art of Paasonen (U.S. Patent No. 6,409,645) recited in the previous office action 
discloses a roll formed of two layers of material, the interior layer selected to be 
compressible. The combination of the closest prior art with the concept of curing the 
exterior of a roll prior to curing the interior of the roll formed of a homogeneous layer of 
material taught by Watanabe (U.S. Patent No. 5,753,165) described in the previous 
office action resulted in a roll similar to that formed by the method instantly claimed, but 
the examiner is persuaded that this combination does not reasonably suggest to one of

ordinary skill in the art the use of two separate materials with different cunng 
temperatures as claimed in the instant application. 

3. Paasonen et al. U.S. Patent No. 5,601 ,920 is exemplary of the methods 
commonly employed in the roll making which typically utilize a material for the internal 
layer with a cure temperature lower than the cure temperature of the material for the 
exterior layer. Applicant's invention claims a method which is opposite of that which is 
most commonly employed in the roll making art.
